lyon D. was born in Janesville in 1838,and 
removed to Sacramento, California, in 
1848. He now resides in Kansas: 
James Orton, professor of Natural His­ 
tory in Vassar College, Poughkeepsie, New 
York, twice crossed the continent of South 
America, engaged in scientific studies and 
in the collection of specimens in the va­ 
rious departments of natural history. Of 
these years of travel he wrote an exceed­ 
ingly entertaining and instructive work en 
tilled “The Andes and the Amazons." This 
is published by Harper & Brothers, is 
protusely illustrated, and in a charming 
style tells ot the vast resources of that won 
derful country which must soon become 
the field for North American enterprise 
Learning, however, that there were, be­ 
yond the Andes and among the upper 
streams of the great rivers in the eastern 
portions of Bolivia and Peru, extensive 
regions unexplored and unknown, his love 
for travel and scientific investigation im­ 
pelled him once more to brave the bleak 
passes of the Cordilleras of the Andes 
and the trackless forests of tropical Amer­ 
ica. 
He searched every source of information 
in Spanish, French and Eoglish, corre­ 
sponded with the scientific societies of Eu­ 
rope and America, and after eight years of 
preparation, on the 18th ot October, 187G, 
he sailed from New York for Peru and 
Bolivia. 
He spent the winter visiting the impor­ 
tant sugar estates of Northern Peru, the 
mines and the extensive rains of an ancient 
civilization in the coast departments, and 
in preliminary surveys about Cuzco, Lake 
Titicaca aud La Paz. 
The soil and climate of Northern Peru 
is peculiarity adapted to the cultivation 
of the sugar cane. Planted, the cane comes 
to maturity in IG months, and for 8 or IO 
years yields annual crops without replant­ 
ing. Here there are neither frost nor ex­ 
cessive heats, no storms of wind nor ram ; 
but ever prevails an “Indian summer." 
Edwin R. Heath, AJ, D., a former citizen of 
Wyandotte, Kansas, surgeon of the Pacas- 
rnayo railroad, in Int. 7 deg. 25 min. south, 
at the port of Pacasmayo, made a record of 
the temperature tour times each day dur­ 
ing four years; the highest temperature 
was 80 deg, and the lowest 58)£ deg., F. 
The multitude of streams running down 
from the mountains furnish water for irri­ 
gation. 
During 365 days of the ye ar the cane Is 
cut, when the field first harvested is again 
ready for the knife. 
In the hacienda of Lunflco, upon the 
Pacasmayo railroad, there are 600 fanega- 
das (tancgada, nearly 8 acres,) of land. 
The late Henry Meiggs bought the ma­ 
chinery for the manufacture of sugar and 
rum in Philadelphia, at a cost of $200,000; 
transportation, erection of suitable build 
ings aud the placing of the machinery cost 
$300,000 more; 1,135 Chinese laborers cost 
$400 each. The factory of this hacienda 
contains 12delicators, 20 clarifiers, 12 cen­ 
trifugals of 1,500 revolutions per minute; 
five miles of copper pipe, each of the huge 
iron rollers weighs 12 tons; capacity for 
production is GO tons centrifugal white su­ 
gar per day of 24 hours, and of rum 150 
gallons per hour. Upon the estate there 
are eight miles of railroad, three foot gauge 
and three of Rogers locomotives; eighteen 
to twenty cars in each tram, and each car 
conveying two tons of sugar cane from the 
fields. 
Distance from Panama to Callao, 1,360 
miles; lime, six days. The approach to 
Callao is extremely beautiful and interest­ 
ing. 
First appear the mighty Andes, the 
home of the mysterious Inca race, then the 
Island of San Lorenzo, seven miles out, 
and lormiog the bay of Callao; then aru 
seen away oil, low down, a forest of masts, 
which become clearer and clearer, till are 
plainly seen the hulls of the ships, the 
buildings ut the city, steamers aud sailing 
vessels arriving and departing, the towers 
of the city of Lima high up on the extend­ 
ed and cultivated plain, with the interven­ 
ing fields of cane, alfalfa and fruit trees. 
Hereat 
anchor, 
arranged 
like 
the 
blocks 
and 
streets 
of 
a 
great city, is a finer collection of shipping 
than is seen in New York—men-of-war 
flags of every nation, tho huge strait’s 
steamers and the largest and finest of sail­ 
ing vessels seeking the guano and sugar ot 
Peru and the wheat of California. Here Is 
a system of wharves and breakwater con­ 
structed of concrete and hewed stone, cost­ 
ing seven millions of dollars. 
Railroad 
cars run out upon the wharves. All cargo 
is handled by steam cranes. 
Arrived on 
shore the first building before you, upon 
ground reclaimed from the ocean, is Henry 
MeiggV “Estacion del Ferro-Carril Central 
Transando," of the celebrated Oroya rail­ 
road. Engines from Patterson, N. J .; en­ 
gineers, American ; coaches from Troy, N. 
Y .; distance to Lima, 13 kilometers, (8 
miles); 418 feet above the ocean ; fare 40 
cents; train every hour till midnight. The 
track is in superb order; engines and cars 
D ew , clean and of th e newest make ; trains 
flagged all the way to Lima. 
As “Pans is France and France is Paris’’ 
so is Lima to Peru. Lima is situated in lat­ 
itude 12 degrees Sjuth and 77 degrees 
West, or exactly south from Washington. 
To Mollendo is 450 miles; fare, $30; 
time, 3 days. 
The ship steams a1 mg in 
sight ot land, calling in at various ports, 
from wheucu an abundance of fruit is 
brought on board. 
Pisco is the port of a 
rich wine producing district. 
A highly 
prized brandy called Pisco is distilled and 
is exported to Europe. From here, fifteen 
miles distant, arc seen the famous Chicbas, 
guan > islands, now exhausted. 
Mollendo to Arequipa, 107 miles; fare 
$8.00 ; daily trains. Track runs along the 
ocean beach 0 miles and then begins its 
wonderful zig zag course among the valleys 
and around the mountain 
spurs from 
whence are magnificent views of the dis­ 
tant ocean, of the cane and alfalka fields in 
the Tambo valley and of the many wind­ 
ings of the railroad track over which we’ve 
passed. From 3300 feet elevation the track 
crosses the great desert pampa of Islay— 
desert only from want of water—in full 
view of mountains of snow ; and at Vltor 
again ascends by another ssnes of “devel­ 
opments" blasted out of the granite rocks 
From the Uchurnayu, 7000 feet elevation, 
there is laid at a contract price of $3,000,- 
000 a 7 inch iron pipe 84 miles to Mollen- 
do, supplying water to all the stations. 
Arequipa, 7560 feet elevation, a city of 
40,000. is constructed of a white volcanic 
stone culled “Solar." It is situated on the 
face of the yolcanoe Misti, amidst exten­ 
sive fields ot corn and alfalfa, wheat and 
barley. ’Tis just above the range of the 
fig, orange and sugar cane. Arequipa to 
Puno 217% miles, tare $20.00 ; two trains 
per week ; time,.two days. Contract price 
of the Arequipa road $12,000,000 ; of the 
PU no road $30,000,000. The ride from 
Mollendo to Arequipa and thence to Vm- 
cocayo DG miles further is well worth a- 
voyage to South America lf one enjoys the 
•SIMMS in nature ; a ride by rail from the 
1 tropics into the snows and sleets of the 


Andean heights. At 13,500 feet our train 
ran Into a blinding storm of sleet an J snow. 
and overcoats were in demand. At Vin- 
cocaya, 14,443 feet, trains 9top for the 
night. The air is thin and cold, a fierce 
wind howled over the broad and desolate 
pampa. Here the passengers suffer from 
the “boroche" in every degree of seventy; 
some feel it but very slightly ; the head 
aches, is bursting with pain, vomitings oc­ 
cur, and occasionally one even dies. This 
affection results from rarefieation of the 
atmosphere at high altitudes. The high­ 
est point of the road U 14,G67 feet at the 
119 mile post from Arequipa. Now we’ve 
arrived where rains are abundant and the 
surface of the country is grassy and green 
up to the base of the eternal glacier!. Up­ 
on these cold, bleak, mountain pampa?, 
great herds of alpacas and llamas feed, 
guarded by their keepers—the Quicbua 
Indians—and among the herds may be 
seen the long necked, fawn colored, grace­ 
ful, bat untamable vicuna. A thousand 
lect lower the sheep flourishes and neat 
cattle graze. 
Puno, capital of the department, is a 
city of 4,590; building material, stone, 
roofs of tile and straw thatch, streets pav­ 
ed. There are two public plazas graced 
with iron fountains ; one weekly newspa­ 
per, “El Ciadadano." Merchants are na­ 
tive, French, Italian, German and Ameri­ 
can; stores well supplied with many classes 
of European and American goods. They 
buy of the natives, sheep and alpaca woo 
bides and gold dust. P u q o is the center of a 
rich mineral region; near by are the silver 
mines of Maravillas, ban ta Lucia, Manta 
and the oil wells of Pusi. There £are no 
trees nor wood for fuel within 200 miles 
Bosta (dried excrement of the alpacas anc 
llama) supplies the place of wood abd coa 
Agriculture produces potatoes, 
onions 
quinua (mountain rice) oca and papaliza 
(similar to the potato) and barley. Upon 
Lake Titicaca there are two elegant iron 
screw steamers—the Yapura and Yavari­ 
ce! hosta. Fare by steamer to Chililaya 
a Bolivian port, $10.40, 9G miles. Size of 
the lake 124 by 45 miles and 12,548 feet 
above the ocean. Chililaya to La Paz, 15 
leagues by a Concord (U. S.) coach drawn 
by six mules. Here was Professor Orton 
ready for the expedition to the Beni. March 
27, we set out on mules for Cochabamba 
by way of Oruro stopping each night it 
government tambos. Each morning we 
found the roofs and surroundings white 
with frost. We had glorious views of the 
snow clad peaks Illampu, Sorata, Huaina- 
potosi, Illimani, Mehama and others. IIH. 
mani is a magnificent mountain nearly 
four miles in height in full view from the 
grand plazi of La Paz. It is crowned with 
ten thousand feet cf snow and its base Is 
down among the orange, fig, banana and 
palm. In this route up among the snow 
clouds, we crossed the second cordillera o 
the Andes. Cochabamba, Lat. 17° 238, is 
a city of 40,000, in the midst of a valley of 
wondrous fertility, too elevated for any of 
the tropical fruits, but producing plentiful 
crops of wheat, com, apples, grapes, pi ach 
es and pears. Cochabamba Bour supplies 
the whole republic. It is not so white as 
the celebrated Chili flour, but we pro­ 
nounced it the richest flavored that we had 
ever eaten in any country. Here is a per­ 
fect climate, air bracing and invigorating, 
neither too cold nor too warm—an eternal 
spriog—a paradise for consumptives. We 
spout ten days making collections and gath* 
eriog information upon the character and 
productions of the country.- We were the 
guests of Messrs. Haviland & Smith, Amer­ 
icans, who have gained great wealth *9 
proprietors of a stage line mooing in these 
valleys. Never wi l bu forgotten the pleas­ 
ant days we enjoyed in this charming city 
Mules again for the port of Chimore on the 
Chimore river. Hire of each mule for a 
journey of .50 leagues was twelve pe909. 
We lett Cochabamba, April 12,and passing 
through magnificent fields of ripening wheat 
ascended the third and last cordillera. 
Amid storm, and cloud, and sleet, wo 
passed the summit. 
We soon experienced 
a change of climate. Nothing could ex­ 
ceed the exquisite pleasure aud absorbing 
interest of tnis descent—first shrubs, then 
trees new and strange and of great variety, 
each nub becoming larger and larger. 
With the Aneroid barometer in hand we 
noted each elevation as we parsed, down 
to Hie potatoes, barley, corn, yuca, fern 
palm, plantain, orange, coffee, cocoa, rice, 
sugar, cane, and cocao (chocolate). I could 
relate a tearful story of our experience on 
a sand bar of a river whose waters, rising 
many lect during the night, surrounded us 
and held us prisoners for seven long hour*. 
The thunder and lightning were frightful, 
rain tell fu torrents, the “darkness could be 
felt,” the tigers growled, the monkeys chat­ 
tered, the birds of the forest uttered notes 
of alarm and we, standiug in three feet of 
water, guarded our luggage lest it should 
fl tat away, and looked anxiously for day­ 
light. 
Alay 3d we embarked on the Chimore 
river in two canoes paddled by thirteen 
Yoracare Indians lo their primitive dresses. 
Here the current was swift, with many 
rapids ; banks four feet high, aud crowded 
to the very edge by the dense tropical for­ 
est, so that the river seemed hemmed in by 
two immense walls of living green. Si­ 
lently each Indian bid “good-bye” with a 
pressure of the hand, and took his seat In 
the canoe, placing his bow aud bundle of 
arrows by his side. I saw the tear course 
down the cheek of more than one young 
ludiaa wife; we pushed out in the stream; 
the paddles bent to their work ; the canoe 
rose and fell in rythmic response to each 
united pressure of the paddles; we moved 
almost with the speed of the arrow, and 
began oui voyage of 300 mile!. 
By 2 
o’clock not a mountain aor hill was visible. 
Time down to Trinidad, six days ; time 
back, twenty days. lo four days we found 
the river as large as the Missouri,\with 
soundings of 30 to 70 feet. 
Trinidad de Mojcs is situated on the mar­ 
gin of the immense grassy pampas of South 
America, where grez: countless htrJa ot 
fat cattle. 
Here the Professor bought and 
paid for two monterias (barges), equipped 
and provisioned them tor three months. 
He hired a crew ot ll Canichana Indians 
and another crew of 9 Alachupos. For the 
protection ot all, he engaged IO Bolivian 
soldiers, 
paying 
their salaries. 
He 
disbursed fifteen hundred pesos. 
On 
the 1st of 
June 
we 
set 
out ana 
once more voyaged down the great m e r. 
At Trinidad the Professor made observa­ 
tions with the instruments for the deter­ 
mination of altitude, latitude and longi­ 
tude, as also was his practice at every im­ 
portant point. After 14 days of paddling 
we reached the cachula (rapids) of Guajar. 
amenta, in the empire of Brazil. 
Here 
the soldiers wutimzed, and with charged 
muskets leveled at the Professor’s breast 
deserted us taking away with them one 
half our “oui fit." We were only 8 leagues 
distant from the beginning of those unex­ 
plored lands, the object of our long and ex­ 
pensive journey. Tnis cruel desertion and 
the ruin of all his Lopes produced a hem - 
crbage in the case of Professor Orton. 
I thought ho could not recover. 
He gave 
his last instructions Slowly and sadly we 
retraced our steps and during three long 
and weary mouths we woiked our way 
back by the most direct main to Lake Tln- 
cacH, where, on board the schooner Auro­ 
ra, Professor Orton died of soroche, the 
morning of September 25’h, 1877, on the 
very threshold of the exit from the fields of 
his toils and exposures. But his final rest- 
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fitting his life and career. 
It is upon the 
summit of a rocky island In Lake Titicaca, 
many thousands of feet nearer the skies 
than are most sepulchres. 
There he lies 
in sight of the scenes of lits last explora­ 
tions: upon one side is visible the last mile 
of iron rail and telegraph; and on the oth­ 
er that mysterious lake and island, from 
which issued the great Inca monarchy. 
His death Is a serb us loss to Vassar Col* 
lege and to science. In every State In the 
Union there are graduates from Vassar 
who must well remember his encouraging 
smile; his peculiar and graphic style of 
presenting facts in natural history. Ile had 
spent two years In European travel. 
He 
was the author of several books of great 
merit, among which are “The Andes and 
the Amazons,” “Underground Treasures" 
and “Comparative Zoology.” 
But that 
which will cause the name of Professor 
Orton to be long remembered is 4the AIu- 
seum of Natural History of Vassar Col­ 
lege. It is his handiwork. The collection 
is unusually choice and extensive. 
A 
large building of brick is especially de­ 
voted to this object. 
He has arranged 
specimens so that the student may stand, 
as it were in the geological commencement 
of the world, and as the passes through 
the long corridors may note tach success­ 
ive development till the epoch of man. 
He was the classmate of Senator Ingalls 
and of Senator Hitchcok. Every one who 
knew loved and respected Professor Or­ 
ton.

Le I lect conceived the possibility of making 
it record and speak simultaneously, fly 
the introduction ol a second, or following 
needle, and diaphragm to the recording 
needle, and in close proximity, the one 
plate and its system of clockwork causes 
the machine to both record aud talk almost 
simultaneously. In two days Mr. Edison 
had one in successful operation. 
This new invention of Edison's is briefly 
described as follows: In the ceiling of his 
private office, concealed from view, with 
the exception of a small, ear-shaped funnel 
of dark color, he has fitted between the 
rafters and the floor above one of his dou­ 
ble-recording and speaking machines. In 
the room above a portion of the machine 
rises through the floor, and attached to it is 
a small wooden box, said to contain the 
coils of the pipe of the trumre^the bell or 
mouth of which opens through one side, 
and is made of the new substance discov­ 
ered by Mr. Edison, and alluded to else­ 
where. With the exception of the box, all 
other portions of the machine are open to 
inspection. 
Every word uttered in the 
room below is repeated rn the room above, 
with about treble or quadruple the volume 
of sound (although it eau be arranged in 
vast excels of this).

lest its capacity tor catching whispers, the 
orator, directed by Mr. Edison, bent down 
his ear to the Utile box only to be deafen­ 
ed by the inquiry, “ What do you think of 
the auraphone !” shouted in tones that al­ 
most made the house ruck, followed by a 
laugh so mockingly hideous and unearthly 
as to make the blood curdle with horror. 
This we soon discovered to be one of the 
peculiar jokes incidental to an introduction 
to the auraphone, always hugely enjoyed 
by the inventor and his attaches. Subse­ 
quent experiments proved the exquisite 
sensitiveuesi of the machine. The faintest 
whisper, the ticking of a clock, the rolling 
of a lead-pcncil over the desk, the tearing 
of a small piece of a newspaper, a sigh, a 
tune humed in the lowest register—all 
were successively delivered in the room 
above in exaggerated volume. At night, 
when the quiet is more profound, Mr 
Edison informed us that he could plainly* 
hear the purring of his cat rn the office be­ 
low.

Born at Haverhill, Massac Lu 
netts, ol Quaker parents, who were farmers, 
be paasea bis youth with them, receiving 
no other education than 6uch as he could

in Boston the American Manufacturer, 
devoted to the maintenance of 
tariff. 
When -II he succeeded Prentice as editor 
of the New England Review, published i d 
Uartford. Prentice having Inurn called lo 
Louisville, Ky., to found the Journal aud 
advocate the claims of Henry Clay to the 
Presidency. He made a collection of the 
early colonial and aboriginal traditions, 
aud published them as “Legends of New 
England 
served two years in the Mass­ 
achusetts Legislature, and then returned to 
the old homestead and the pursuits ol a 
farmer, in common with all Quakers or 
Friends he abhorred slavery, and wrote a 
a strong protest against it, and took such 
an active part in the.causc of emancipa­

that 
he 
was chosen 
sec­ 
retary of 
the American Anti-Slavery 
Society, and subsequently editor of the 
Pennsylvania Freeman. For the last 25 
years he has resided at Amesbury, and de­ 
voted himself to literature, publishing sev­ 
eral volumes of poetry, all oi which is 
marked by naturalness, lie lib, and exquis­ 
ite sensibility. He ii still a bachelor, albe­ 
it a man of strictly domcftic taste and of 
the tenderest and most chivalrous feeling 
for womeo. It is said that in his early 
manhood he loved a charming girl in Phil­ 
adelphia (sue is now the wife of a New 
York journalist) who did not reciprocate 
hts affection,and to this disappointment his 
celibacy Is ascribed. His slender figure 
aud refined and winning face are familiar 
through portraits ; but none save his Inti­ 
mates know the modest, generous, and lov­ 
ing nature of the man.

For twenty years the all-important ques­ 
tion of how best to supply the city with 
water, has been discussed more or less, aud 
of late has been revived again, and prom­ 
ises to take some definite shape. For some 
time past citizens who have the public in­ 
terests at heirt have been agitating quietly 
the same oU question, and now there 
promises to be action taken which shall 
set forth some definite plan for the estab­ 
lishment of water-works tor meeting the 
demands of the public and of individuals. 
A company bas been in existence for some 
time known as the Janesville Manufactur­ 
ing and Hydraulic Company, but little bas 
been done by them lately. 
In August 
1870, they organized under their old char­ 
ters of 1853, and 1871 by electing as direc­ 
tors: 
W. T. Van kirk, H. Palmer, G. A. 
Libbey, J. B. Doe, aud Hiram Merrill. 
The Board ol Directors chose Dr. U. Palm* 
er, President, (J. A. Libbey, Secretary, and 
J. B. Doe, Treasurer. This same company 
is now arranging to make a definite prop­ 
osition to the City Council, which if accept­ 
ed will lead to au immediate erection of 
water-works, laying of pipes, placing of 
hydrants, Ac. 
The exact terms of this proposition are 
not wholly decided upon though the main 
features have been informally arranged, 
and the company will officially and for­ 
mally decide upon all of them at a meeting 
to be held this evening previous to the 
special meeting oi the City Council. The 
proposition in writing will be presented to 
the Council in special session to-night, and 
due explanation made of all of it* details, 
so that the city official* may thoroughly 
understand what is to be done on both sides 
in order to carry the movement forward to 
success. 
It is estimated that there arc now in this 
city less than a hundred wells, and not 
more than seven hundred cisterns to meet 
all demands, and if water-works could be 
established on reasonable terms, there is no 
doubt as to the many advantages tho pub­ 
lic would gain from such an improvement. 
The company is prepared now to go for­ 
ward with the enterprise provided the 
right terms eau be agreed upon, and ex­ 
press a willingness to push it forward to 
completion. They will put the finishing 
touches to their proposition this evening 
and then place it in the hands of the City 
Council to await their action.
